2. The functions of the Board will be to advise 
Government generally on the problems of the handi- 
crafts Industry and, in particular, to improve and 
develop production and promote sales in India and 
8broad, The Board will also advise Government on 
grants and loans to State Governments and private 
organisations and Institutions for financing activities 
necessary for the development and improvement of 
handicrafts. Among the purposes for which the 
grants or loans may bo made are — 

(a) introduction of better technique and Improved 
equipment; 

(b) prescribing of standards of quality and arrange- 
ments for their enforcement; 

(c) training of personnel; 

(d) promotion of research; 

(e) improvements in design and introduction of 
new patterns; 

(f) publications on cottage industries products in 
form of catalogue, directory, guide books on 
industries, pictorial posters; 

(g> procuring and supply o f raw-materials for 
'Handicrafts’ and to suggest ways and means 
of marketing products both in India and 
abroad; 

(h) to set up All-India Handicrafts Museums for 
the purpose of displaying and popularising the 
goods; and 

(i) conducting of economic surveys and collection 
of statistics.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 27th October 1952 

Nc. SV-44(9). — The Government of India have con- 
sidered the report of the Ghee Adulteration Committee, 
appointed under their Resolution No. SV-44(9), dated 
the 19th May, 1951. The report is hereby released 
for general information. The findings of the Com- 
mittee on the specific items referred to it for enquiry 
together with Government of India’s comments thereon 
are stated below: — • 

1. Latent Colourisation of Vanaspati .— Under the 

Vegetable Oil Products Control Order in- 
corporation of sesame oil in vanaspati is 
compulsory so that the product gives the 
Baudouin test, which is a distinctive test 
for the presence of sesame oil. The Com- 
mittee has recommended that Government 
should ensure by Law that every lot of vanas- 
pati produced in a factory, should be accom- 
panied by a certificate that it gives the 
Baudouin test. It has also suggested that 
efforts should be made to mako extensive use 
of this test and municipalities and other 
bodies should be asked to use this test for 
detecting adulteration of ghee with vanaspati. 

This recommendation of the Committee is accept- 
able to Government and necessary action to 
enforce this suggestion will be taken under 
the Vegetable Oil Products Control Order. 

2. Visible Colour for Vanaspati. The Committee 

has stated that the addition of sesame oil, 
although It has served the purpose to some 
extent, has not been found useful for the 
detection of adulterated ghee by tho ordinary 
consumer who would have no laboratory 
facilities. The Committee has, therefore, 
recommended that all vanaspati produced in 
the country should be coloured orange by 
using carotene oil concentrate as colouring 
medium in addition to the incorporation of 
sesame oil, Tho Committee has admitted 
that this may not eliminate adulteration of 
ghee with vanaspati altogether but will mini- 
mise it to a considerable extent. 

The recommendation of the Committee is not 
unanimous. Minutes of dissent have been 
recorded by Pandit Thakurdas Bhargava and 
Dr. Patvardhan, As it has been proved that 
vanaspati is not injurious to health, Govern- 
ment cannot oontemplato imposing a ban on 
the manufacture and import of vanaspati. 
Nor can the Government at this stage embark 
upon compulsory colourisation of vanaspati 
with cartotene oil concentrate as the colour 
imparted by carotene oil concentrate to vanas- 
pati is of an unstable nature and will dis- 
appear when vanaspati is heated or is kept oven 
without heating for some months. Carotene 
oil concentrate is not produced in India and 
its Import will cost about Rs. 1 crore annually 
in dollars. Moreover, the Committee has 
stated nothing aboui the depth of the carotene 
colour which should be given to vanaspati. 
They have left this point for the decision of 
the Government and this will inevitably mean 
tho conduct of further experiments. It is, 
therefore, considered necessary to wait for 
the results of the various experiments which 
are being carried on in India for finding out 
a more suitable colouring medium for vanas- 
pati., 

3. Fortification of Vanaspati with Synthetic 
Vitamin ‘A’.- — The Committee has also re- 
commended that vanaspati should be forti- 
fied with synthetic vitamin 'A' so that its 
nutritive value could be increased They 
have, however, stated that the degree of 
potency of vitamin ‘A’ should be fixed by 
Government, 

This recommendation of the Committee is accepted 
by Government and necessary action to enforce 
this suggestion will be taken under the Vege- 
table Oil Products Control Order. 

2. Government wish to thank Shri Thlrumal Reo and 
members of the Coggmittee for the exhaustive survey' 
of the question referred to them and their valuable 
suggestions on a highly controversial matter.

RESOLUTION 

University Grants Commission 

New Delhi, the 3rd November 1952 

No. F.S0-2/51-G3. — A University Grants Committee 
was first established in 1945 by the Government of 
India, vide the late Department of Education, Health 
and Lands Resolution No. F.114-2/44-E.I., dated the 4th 
June 1945. The constitution of the Committee was 
amended and its scope enlarged by the late Depart- 
ment of Education Resolution No. F.55-5/4G-EI, dated 
the 27th July 1946, and the Ministry of Education 
Resolution No. F.6-4/47-UGC, dated the 16th December, 
1947. The Committee has been In abeyance since 1950 
pending consideration by the Government of India of 
the recommendations of the University Education Com- 
mission (1948-49). 

2. The University Education Commission have recom- 
mended that a Committee or Commission for allocating 
both recurring and capital grants to Universities from 
the Centre is fundamental to their proposals for im- 
proving and developing University Education in India. 
The Commission have also made detailed recommenda- 
tions regarding the constitution of the University 
Grants Commission, These recommendations were 
endorsed generally by the Central Advisory Board of 
Education in India and the Inter-University Board and 
the latter also expressed the opinion that the Commis- 
sion should function on the lines of a similar Com- 
mittee in the United Kingdom. 

3. The Government of India have given careful 
thought to all the relevant considerations and have 
decided to establish immediately a University Grants 
Commission with the functions and constitution set 
forth below. Thlg decision, however, to set up the 
Commission in the form set forth helow Is without 
prejudice and at the same time without commitment to 
the full implementation at a later date of the proposals 
in this behalf of the University Education Commission. 

4. The University Grants Commission shall have the 
following functions, namely — 

(i) To advise Government on the allocation of 
grants-in-aid from public funds to the Central 
Universities; 

(ii) To advise Government on the allocation of 
grants-in-ald to other Universities and institu- 
tions of higher learning whose case for such 
grants may be referred to the Commission by 
Government; and 

(iii) To advise Universities and other institutions 
of higher learning inr respect of any question 
referred by the Government to the Commission. 

5. (a) The Commission shall be composed of the 
following: — 

(i) Chairman, who shall be a whole-time officer 
appointed by the Government of India. 

(ii) Three non-official members to be appointed by 
the Government of India for a term of six 
years: 

Provided that in appointing the first group of 
members under this clause the term of one of 
them shall be two years, and that of another 
four years, so that subsequent appointments 
may be at intervals of two years each and the 
Commission may have the advantage Of con- 
tinuity of experience: 

Provided further that a casual vacancy shall be 
filled for the residue of the term for which the 
person whose place is filled would have been 
a member. 

(iii) Two representatives of the Government of 
India, one from the Ministry of Education and 
the other from the Ministry of Finance. They 
shall hold office during Government's pleasure. 

(b) Tho office staff required for the Commission shall 
be appointed by the Government of India for the first 
year and the position surveyed thereafter. 

(c) The Commission shall have the power to appoint 
ad hoc or standing committees or panels to consider 
specific projecis or subjects and may include In such 
committees or panels, besides experts in the field, such 
of its own members as it may deem fit. 

6. The non-official members of the Commission and 
of its Standing Committees or other committees or 
panels will be entitled to travelling allowance at first 
class rates and a daily allowance of Rs. 20/- a day for 
attending meetings or visiting Universities in connec- 
tion with the work of the Commission.

Convention that the first paragraph of Article 2 of the 
said Convention shall not apply to international 
rarrlage by air performed directly by the State or 
any territory or possession under Its jurisdiction.
